2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Ann McCrackin on 01 February 2005. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 114-120, 122-127 and 129 are cancelled. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner agrees 
with the remarks and amendment provided for claims 69-1 12, and has determined that the 
independent claims are drawn to a novel combination of the items. 

6. As stated in Pages 16 and 17 of the remarks section, the invention is drawn to a method 
of remotely configuring a communication apparatus for communication over a network to access 
at least one service system. The method uses a remote configuration system that acts as an 
authentication device and provides configuration data so that the apparatus is automatically 
configured to directly and independently communicate with the service system(s) without use of 
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a "broker." The remote configuration system is capable of updating the apparatus, but does not 
act as a broker. Further, the apparatus cannot directly and independently communicate with the 
service system(s) unless and until the apparatus communicates with the remote configuration 
system; that is the apparatus initially may communicate only with the remote configuration 
server and with no other server. These methods are provided in a structure with a variety of 
limitations. 

7. As discussed, the prior art does not provide a teaching in which a remote configuration 
system is capable of the limitations expressed above but does not act as a broker or provide setup 
configurations to an apparatus with little configuration data. Therefore, the examiner has 
determined that the combined limitations are novel in light of the art, and for the reasons 
provided in the amendment.
